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fINE AND JAIL 

Sentence Imposed On Attorneys 
By Judge Stout. 

Three of the leading lawyers 
who practice at the Frankfort bar, 
Luther C. Willis and John Todd, 
of Shelby ville, and L. F. Johnson, 
former Representative of Franklin 
county, narrowly escaped spending 
a night in the Franklin county jail. 
They were fined $:J0 and sentenced 
to jail for thirty hours for eon- 
tempt of court by Judsje R. L. 
•Stout, but in the afternoon, after 
other attorneys had intervened in 
their behalf, they withdrew the 
objectionable features of an affida- 
vit which had aroused the ire of 
the court and were relieved of the 

' jail sentences. 

Judue Stout's wrath was aroused 
by the tiling of a motion that he 
vacate the bench in the trial of the 
case of Mrs. Newton Hazelett 
against Hi ley Harrod and others. 
The motion to swear Judge Stout 
off the bench wu accompanied by 
affidavits of the defendants that 
they believed Judge Stout could 
not give them a fair and impartial 

* trial because he had been heard to 
^ say things indicating that he fa- 
vored the tobacco organization. It 
was charged that he had said he 
could not afford to decide anything 
against the tobacco societies or 



The case arose out of the killing 
of Hazelett by Harrod during the 
night rider raiding in Shelby county 
a year ago. Harrod was pardoned 
before trial, but the widow of the 
dead man sued him for damages 
for the killing of her husband. The 
case was tried at Shelbyville, re- 
sulting in a hung jury. 

Although he declared the affida- 
vits false. Judge Stout will vacate 
the bench. 

After reading the responses 
Judge Stout said: "I want to say 
that this affidavit does not contain 
one iota of truth and not a fact to 
hang allegations upon, but because 
of one allegation in it I am going 
to vacate the bench in this case. 
As to the allegation as to my hav- 
ing stated that I could not afford 
- to decide anything against the 
Burley Society of Franklin county 
and that I had expressed an opin- 
P ion hostile to the interests of the 
defendants when the case was tried 
d in Shelby county, I will say I never 
* saw anv one of the defendants cr 
affiants in this ca«e." 

IIKC'KHAM TOLD TO SIT DOWN. 

Gov. Beckham arose and said 
"May it please your honor, I don't

* "You sit down, Gov. Beckh

"I am not going to hold these ig- 
norant men who signed the affida- 
vit responsible. They did not pre- 
pare the affidavit, but their attor- 
neys did, and I will now enter a 
line of $;i0 and thirty hours in jail 
against Luther C. Willis, John 
Todd and L. F. Johnson f( 
tempi of court in tiling this affida- 

>yit, and unless the tine is paid 
promptly it will have to be worked 
•out at hard labor in the jail.

Only When They Get Into the Banks, 
or Government Offices Are They 
Taken Up — Work Done 
Systematically. 

Counterfeiters find Mexico a good 
field for their business. An enormous a 
amount of spurious coin in In clrcu- ^ 
latlon in that country. A remarkable 
thing about these false coins is that 
they are readily accepted in the or- 
dinary channels of trade. It Is only 
when they get Into the banks or of- 
fices of the federal state government* 
that they are taken up and retired 
from circulation. The sliver peso is 
the principal coin counterfeited, al- 
though the coins of smaller denom- 
ination, particularly the five-cent 
piece, are not below the notice of the 



There is no way of estimating the 
amount of false coin In circulation,, 
but It must be very large, as is evi- 
denced by the fact that one of every 
ten coins of the peso denomination Id 
the ordinary transaction of business 
usually is found to be spurious. 

The average Mexican of the lower 
class is an adept in filigree and gen- 
eral metal work. The counterfeiting 
outfits usually are crude affairs, and 
the coins which they turn out are 
goed specimens, considering the- 
rough method of their manufacture. 
Few of the counterfeiters take the 
trouble to form an elaborate composi- 
tion for their goods. The majority 
of them are content with ordinary 
lead. In many instances the coins 
are cast in brass and then plate* 
with silver. The silver plated brass 
cr-ins are kept in circulation until the 
plating wears off, when they are no- 
longer accepted In the usual line of 

It is said that counterfeiters In 
Mexico have little difficulty in placing 
their product in circulation. In many 
Instances uncovered by the police and 
secret service men the counterfeiters 
sold their spurious output to mer- 
chants and small dealers in different 
cities and the coins were passed out 

as not to attract undue attention. The 
patrons of these small stores and 
market places are people of the lower 
class for the most part, and the 
rudest kind of counterfeit coin Is ac- 
cepted by them without question or 
comment. 

The counterfeiting of bank bills or 
stamps has not been attempted Id 
Mexico for many years. The execu- 
tion of work of this kind requires the 
exercise of a kind of skill that the av- 
erage Mexican counterfeiter is not 
possessed of. The nearest approach 
to this kind of counterfeiting took 
place not long ago when many thou- 
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sand dollars' worth of fraudulent

Frog Industry in France. 

It is in France that the frog was 
first generally used for food, and it is 
in that country that the Industry of 
frog farming has been most largely de- 
veloped The green frog exists abun- 

tliere are marshes, ponds or sedgy mar- 
gins of rivers or bays that contain 
tresh or slightly brackish water. 

The best outfit for frog raising Is 
one or more shallow ponds or reser- 
voirs filled with grasses and other wa- 
ter plants. It should be so situated 
that the water can be partially drawn 
off so as to facilitate the labor of 
catching. If, as is often the case, the 
pond already abounds in frogs, they 
are simply protected and left for a 
year or two to propagate. If food does 
not prove abundant the owner throws 
in live earthworms, as the frog is a 
carnivorous animal and prefers the 
food, whether worms, larvae or insects, 
fresh and In normal, living condition. 
If no frogs exist in the water they are 
planted either living or in the form of 
eggs, which hatch when the water be- 
comes warm in April.— Popular Me 
chanlcs.

To-day thiB flow of lava, In some 
places 700 feet in depth, Is filling up 
the sea along a frontage of more than 
seven miles, has destroyed about 50 
villages and as many square miles of 
what was once the most productive 
area in all Samoa. From Apia, about 
50 miles a'way on the island of Upolo, 
it 1b Bometlmes possible to read at 
night by the glare of the Savaiian vol- 
cano, whose twin pillarB of vapor by 
day become columns of red. 

Above the ever seething lake of fire 
within the crater hangs a great crim- 
son cloud, while eight miles distant 
from the volcanic cone appears a less- 
er cloud, sometimes divided into many 
columns of apparent fire. It is but 
the steam arising from the sea, col- 
ored by the red glowing lava that 
pours a Niagara of fire over the cliffs 
that the ceaseless torrent of molten 
rock builds higher and higher every 
day. The ocean steamers touching at 
Apia pass within close hailing dis- 
tance of this dramatic spectacle. 

Scientists who have seen the most 
recent flow say that every minute 
300,000 tons of lava flow over the 
lower rim of the crater; and this not 
resembling in any way the other la- 
va, but like molten iron spreads over 
the old field and beyond until at the 
sea there is a Niagara of fire full ten 
miles in width. As this molten lava 
falls Into the ocean, says Harper's 
Weekly, it turns to a fine black sand 
and sinks, and so a new coast line is 
being built up in water 300 to 400 
feet deep I 

This moving molten lake advances 
at the rate of four miles an hour. As 
It pours itself into the sea columns 
of water are raised in steam to incal- 
culable heights, and this, descending 
in a fine rain of brine, destroys vege- 
tation and corrodeB the galvanized 
iron roofings of churches and trading 
stations for miles around. 

As the torrents of boiling lava 
break against the basalt cliffs or hum- 
mocks left by the old flow cliffs are 
melted by the heat, hummocks disin- 
tegrated and carried forward by the 
flow to be hurled into the sea, where 
they explode like Titanic bombs, and 
this Is taking place every moment 
along an ever widening sea front of 
ten miles at least. For more than a 
mile out in the ocean the water boils, 
and from the crater still flows a 
steady stream of lava greater, it Is 
said, than man has ever seen in the 
past Issue from any volcano of which 
there is record. 

Never once since that night four 
years ago. when this volcano was 
bom in a peaceful valley, has it re- 
mained for a moment quiescent. 



Mocking Birds in Massachusetts. 

The coining of a mocking bird to 
Massachusetts is so rare that even 
those who have made a study of birds 
are apt to be puzzled by the unfamil- 
iar visitor. To snch persons it will be 
of interest to learn that a pair of mock- 
ing bird* are making Duxbury their 
summer home this year. They were 
first noticed several weeks ago, when 
they made themselves at home about 
a house In the southern part of the 
town. The beauty of tbelr songs 
brought neighbors to watch them. In 
a few days they left the place, hav- 
ing apparently found more to their lik- 
ing a swamp near by at the bottom of 
an apple orchard. 

Two enterprising nature students 
spent an afternoon under these trees, 
and they were rewarded by abundant 
opportunities for observing the birds 
which left no doubt as to their iden- 
tity. Their nest is probably in the 
thicket of the swamp, but no one wants 
to risk disturbing them by hunting for 
It.

Yields life After Lonq and Brave 
Struggle. 

Got. John A. Johnson, three 
times elected Governor of Minne- 
sota, a candidate for the l>emo- 
cratic Domination for President of 
the United State* in 1906, and 
looked upon by many throughout 
the country as the the probable 
1 temocratic national standard- 
bearer in l'.'l'J, died at St. Mary's 
Hospital at Rochester, Minn., 
6n September 21, following an op- 
Peter, Minn., July 88, 1861. His 
parents were Swedish immigrants. 
His father. QusUre Johnson, was 
a blacksmith, who had come to 
America «>n lite charity of friends, 
who hoped that life in a strange 
land, far removed from the influ- 
ences of htfl native place, would 
help him to conquer an early ac- 
quired appetite for Strong drink. 

For a time the young blacksmith 
seemed to have r*f< r ited. He 
worked Steadily at his trade, mar- 
ried a Swedish girl, who had made 
her home at St. Peter, and began 
to rear a family of children. 



Hut the thirst for alcohol reas- 
serted itself, and the father drifted 
from bad to worse until he left 
home and was finally sent to the 

county poorhouse, ■ mental and 

physical wreck. The wife ana

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Johnson was oi.e. were left 
penniless, and the mother took in 
washing to support herself and lit- 
tle ones. This state of grinding 
penury lasted until John Johnson 
was U years old. 

Then, with his first independent 
thought, young Johnson sacriliced 
the little schooling his mother was 
able to give him and insisted on 
taking employment inn printshop. 

He wave every cent of his earnings 
to his mother, but still she had to 
work and scrub for Other people. 
The Johnson boy read and studied 
at night, and tried bravely to tit 
himself for a better position. And 



He worked steadily, studying all 
the time, and finally he was earn- 
ing 175 a month. Then he insisted 
that his mother give up her life of 
drudgery. 

The self-educations to which 
young Johnson had subjected him- 
self enabled him to become a li- 
censed pharmacist, and then he 
obtained a place on the stuff of the 
St Peter Herald. By close econ-| 
omv he saved a little money, and 
with this he procured for himself 
an interest in the newspaper and 
became its editor. 

wins BJSSraCT or am- 
AU this self-denying effort, cov- 
ering all the years of his youth 
and early manhood, had won for 
Mr. Johnson the high regard of 
his neighbors, who knew the ter- 
rible odds that he had overcome, 
„„,l rejected him foi bis honest 
and successful struggle. 

The editorship of a newspaper 
led Mr. Johnson into the lield of 
politics, and his neighbors ex- 
pressed their faith in him by 
electing him to the State Senate of 
Minnesota. There for the first 
time he had an opportunity to 
prove to the people of the whole 
State, and to i i«j neighbors in par- 
ticular, that he was a man worthy 
of their trust. 

In 1W4. when Mr. Johnson was 
lirst named for the governorship 
by the Democrats, it was thought 
that he did not have the ghost of 
a chance of being elected. It was 
true that the Republican party 
was split in the State, but then 
Theodore Koosevelt was the He- 
publican nominee for President, 
and I Republican landslide was ex- 
pected. Mr. Johnson made a 
house to house canvass during the 
Campaign, and the people rose to 
him. Roosevelt carried the State 
by something like l-W.OOO plu- 
rality, but when it was all over 
it was found that Johnson hud 
been elected Governor by a safe 
plurality of 6,889. And in 1!K)<; 
he was re-elected by 78,518 plu- 
rality, although every other State 
otlicer elected was a Republican. 
And it happened again in 1 '.108. 
President Taft carried the State 
by 86(359 plurality, bat Johnson, 



'Democrat, was elected by 88,008 
plurality.
